IMPORTANT: Before tiring this gun- be sure to dean borrel thoroughly oJ all 

grease or ot any obstruction. 

CLEAHINO AND LUBRICATING: The performance of any automatic rifle depends 

upon haw clean it is kept* Ebcclusive use of Sears* ammunition will keep powder 
fouling to a minimum but- because an auioraatic rifle depends on the powder gases 
for the repeating action, it must be kept dean to function efficiently. We recom- 
mend that your gun be thoroughly denned after fixing 200 to 250 rounds for con- 
tinued top performoncs. 

In decmii^g, be sure to use the proper size rod- brushes and patches, those 
especially dimensioned for *22 caliber rifles. 

DisoBsemble the grin, following complete instruclions contained in this insliuclion 
sheet, into the three basic parts, (a) stock, receiver and barrel group, fb] trigger 
assembly, and (d breech bolt assembly* 

Using ot toothbrush soaked in solvent, clean trigger assembly, getting powder 
fouling out of springs, magaaine throat, etc* In same manner derm bolt, getting 
fouling out of extractori oh of bolt face and firing pin, and out of machined cuts 
in boh. Push a patch, moistened with a good solvent through the barrel 
from the musszle end. Push a brass brush, soaked in solvent through this entire 
length of the bore several limes, using long even strokes. Push dean patches 
through the entire length of the bore in the same manner until the Iasi pglch comes 
out unsoiled. Push lightly oiled patch through the eritire length of the bore. Wipe 
both trigger assembly and bolt dry, oil lightly and replace, following instructions 
on this sheet for assembly* 

Using □ lightly oiled rag> rub the entire outside of the rifle. Be cgreful to rub off 
any fingerprints* Acid from perspiration of the hands will quickly rust a gun 
unless neutralized by oil

TO MAKE GUN SAFE: Safely in located in trigger guard bow forward oi trigger* 
With hammer coCked- push safety from left to right until red band is covered* 
This move men I locks trigger, and gun cannot be Bred. Always lock the trigger 
when carrying a loaded gun. 

TO RELEASE SAFETY; Push safety from right to left, exposing red band, and gun 
is ready to fire. 



TO LOAD MAGAZINE: Wilh aafety om, tuin kuuiledi 

knob an, mnET magazine tnbe^ pull lube out ond insert 
cartridges into ccirtridge :pening, (See figure 2J cOn* 
iinulnq the apergtioh until last cartridge is visible. 
Grasping kmuled portion of inside magazine lobe, press 
down wilh rotating aclipn until isiside magazine tube is 
fully home and. located in supporting notch, 

TO LOAD BARKEi: Hetract action fully to the rear and 

allow to close. Push safety so that the rod bond appears, 
arid gun is now ready to fire. 

TO REMOVE CARTRIDGES; WITHOUT FIRING: Remove 

inside magazine lube, and by painting quo muzzle 
downward, all cartridges in the magazine tube will drop 
into the hgnd* With saiety on, work action TWICE to 
remove carlridges from barrel ch amber cmd Lrotn liigger 
guard assembly through the ejeqlion port Pull action bar 
handle back and erf amine barrel chamber to make sure 
gun is now empty of cartridges. Inside magazine tube 
may now be replaced.

TO ENGAGE CAHRYING SLING: Pull sUng 
forward from butt stock, mverl strap pull and 
(s^ ligure 3,) slip over magazine support; 
sling will snap into position. Sling may 
be disengaged by reversiiig the process of 
assembly. 

TO ASSEMBLE J. C. HIGGINS 4 X TELESCOPE 
SIGHT 10 RIFLE: Engage mating slot on 
telescope mount with mating slot on receiver 
lop with eye piece to the rear, slide forward 
against stop. Tighten scope mountinq screw 
and gun is ready to fire, (Sea figure 1 J

TO REMOVE TRIGGER ASSEMBLY^ 0O only when necoasoiy). Turn the 
gun upside down, remove trigger guard retaining screw. Grasp trigger 
guard and pull up and toward the butt stock. Trigger guard assembly will 
come Iree of the receiver as a ULnit See iigure 4. 



BOLT: May be disassembled {eee figure 5) by grasping retracting handle 
and pulling toward the rear, permitting the boll assembly to drop into the 
hcind. The gun is now completely disassembled for cleaning purpcsses. 

FORE* ARM: May be disossembled by removing fore-arm re laming screw 

and sliding foie*arm from receiver.

ASSEMBLY 

BOLT ASSEMBLY: With gun upside down, drop boit (os 
shown in figure ^.) into receiver, work retracting handle 
back and iorth, breech bolt will drop into place, at lop 
of receiver. Bolt is now assembled in receiver. 

iniGGEB ASSEMBLY; Remove inside magazine tube. 
Pull retracting hen die back hall wery. and making sure 
that hammer is in cocked position (see llgure 7X replace 
trigger assembly by inserting lug on front end of trigger 
assembly to mating slot Inside forward end of receiver. 
Holding gun in upside down position (see figure 4.L press 
down cmd loiwoid ogams I Tsar portion of trigger guard 
until It is fully home and segtedH H it does not immediately 
drop into position, work re tract irig handle short distance 
back and forward. Insert and tighten trigger insert 
retaming screw, work the action by pulling back on the 
action bar handle to make sure that boll functions,. The 
gun is nov? completely re assembled.
